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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 1-18 and 20-25 are pending. 

2. Claims 1-18 and 20-25 are elected and rejected. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, corresponding to claims 1-18 and 
23-25 in the reply filed on November 7, 2005 is acknowledged. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statements filed on September 22, 2003 (page 1 of 1); 
January 8, 2004 (page 1 of 1); July 8, 2004 (page 1 of 1); November 5, 2004 (page 1 of 
1); August 22, 2005 (page 1 of 1); and October 13, 2005 (page 1 of 1) have been 
reviewed and considered, see enclosed copies of PTO FORM 1449. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-18 and 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
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convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

7. Regents of the University of California v. Eli Lilly & Co.., 1 19 F.3d 1559, 1568 
(Fed. Cir. 1997), cert, denied, 523 U.S. 1089, 118 S.Ct. 1548 (1980), holds that an 
adequate written description requires a precise definition, such as by structure, formula, 
chemical name, or physical properties, "not a mere wish or plan for obtaining the 
claimed chemical invention." Eli Lilly, 119 F.3d at 1566. The Federal Circuit has 
adopted the standard set forth in the Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO") Guidelines 
for Examination of Patent Applications Under the 35 U.S.C. 112,1 'Written Description" 
Requirement ("Guidelines"), 66 Fed. Reg. 1099 (Jan. 5, 2001), which state that the 
written description requirement can be met by "showing that an invention is complete by 
disclosure of sufficiently detailed, relevant identifying characteristics, "including, inter 
alia, "functional characteristics when coupled with a known or disclosed correlation 
between function and structure...." Enzo Biochem, Inc. v. Gen-Probe., 296 F.3d, 316, 
1324-25 (Fed. Cir. 2002) (quoting Guidelines, 66 Fed. Reg. At 1 106 (emphasis added)). 
Moreover, although Eli Lilly and Enzo were decided within the factual context of DNA 
sequences, this does not preclude extending the reasoning of those cases to chemical 
structures in general. Univ. of Rochester v. G.D. Searle & Co., 249 F. Supp.2d 216, 
225 (W.D.N.Y2003). 

8. There is insufficient descriptive support for the phrases "metabolites and 
prodrugs". In addition, the instant specification does not describe what is meant by the 
phrases "metabolites and prodrugs". Structural identifying characteristics of the phrases 
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"metabolites and prodrugs". There is no evidence that there is any per se 
structure/function relationship between the phrases "metabolites and prodrugs". The 
instant specification does provide an adequate written description for the phrases 
"metabolites and prodrugs". Accordingly, these claims fail to comply with the written 
description requirement.
